RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
For the present Session. 


OF THE FORMATION AND DAILY MEETING OF THE HOUSE. 


First .—'The credentials of the members shall be presented to the Secretary of State, 
or in his absence, the Clerk of the House for the preceding year, either in the morning 
of the day of election, or on the day preceding; who shall make out a list, by counties, 
of such members as have presented their credentials; and shall take his seat in the 
House, at nine o'clock in the morning of the day of election, and having called to order, 
shall proceed to call the members, and when a quorum shall have taken their seats, they 
shall (having first taken the necessary oaths) proceed to the choice of a Speaker and 
Clerk pro tem., and on the nomination of the Speaker, shall appoint a Committee, con- 
sisting of three members from each County, to join such Committee as the Governor and 
Council may appoint, to receive, sort and count the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, Treasurer and Councillors. | 


Second.— The House shall meet every day (Sundays excepted) at nine o'clock in the 
morning, and at two o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially ordered.

OF THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER AND OTHER MEM.

First. —The Speaker shall take the chair, at the hour to which the House stands ad- 
journed, and when a quorum shall have assembled, he shall call to order and proceed to 
business; causing the journals of the preceding day to be read at the opening of tho 
House on each day, unless otherwise ordered by the House. He shall preserve order, 
and may speak on all questions of order, in preference to any other member, rising from 
his seat for 1hat purpose, and shall decide on all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the House.

Seventh.—No member in the minority, or who did not vote on any question, shall have 
n right to move for reconsideration thereof, nor shall a motion for reconsideration be in 
urder, unless made within jorty-eight hours after the passing of such vote. 


Eighth.—No member shall call for the yeas and nays on any question after a vote 
thereon shall have been declared by the Speaker. . s 

Ninth.—Every member, on presenting a resolution, shall state, shortly, the object of 
jt; and shall be held responsible for the decency of expression used therein. 

Tenth.—Every motion shail be reduced io writing by the mover, if required by the 
Speaker, or any other member.

Elevenih.—The Speaker shall have a right to call upon any member to discharge the. 
duties of the chair, whenever from indisposition or other cause, he shaji find it necessa-. 
ry temporarily to retire from it; and when uie House shail have resolved to go into 
committee of the whole, the chairman shall be named by the Speaker. 

Towcelfth.—A petitions shall be referred fo a committee without reading, uutesse the 
readiug shall be demanded by a member. 

Thirteenth —The House having decided on any question, it shall not again be brought 
before the House, in any form whatever, during the same session.

His Excellency the Governor, attended by his Honor the Lieutenant Governor and 
the Hon. Council, appeared in the House; and his Excellency, after being duly sworn, 


delivered the following 
SPEECH: 


Gentlemen of the Council, and 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 


No choice of Chief Magistrate having been made by the people, I have 
been called to the diecharge of the important duties connected with that of- 
fico, by a majority of your suffrages. Deeply sensible of the honor confer- 
red on me, and the responsibility attendant upon its acceptance, it is proper 
for me as well to give the assurance, that all my abilities shall be brought to 
a prompt and efficient exercise of the functions of my office, as to express 
the wish, that they may be so performed as to merit and receive the appro- 
bation of those, whose servants we all are. 

The circumstances under whieh 1 have been called to my present station, 
have afforded me but little time for the collection of such information, and 
the suggestion of such recommendations as are proper, at the present time, 
to be presented for your consideration. ! 

The general condition of our common country is that of peace, prosperity 
and happiness. Compared with any other people, we have the most abun- 
dant cause for grateful acknowledgements to the Author of all good, that 
our lot has been cast here. The evils to which we are subject are light 
and transient in their character. The conflicts of opinion incident to a free 
government produce sometimes, indeed, contentions and divisions which are 
for the time alarming and portentous in their aspect; but they are generally 
of short duration, and when they have passed away, like the commotion of 
the elements, leave a clearer sky and a purer atmosphere, They present no 
serious obstructions in our march to national happiness and glory. Other 
nations have witnessed this, aud are profiting by the example. It is indeed 
& source of just and honest pride to every American, that the eld world is 
already experiencing the progress of republican principles, as taught in the 
school of our revolution, and is gradually yielding to the dominion of public 
opinion. 

In guarding against evils which threaten our free institutions, a special re- 
gard should be paid to that great principle incorporated in our Bill of Rights, 
which declares “that government is, or ought to be, instituted for the com- 
mon benefit, protection and security of the people, nation or community, aud 
not for the particular emolument or advantage of any single man, family or 
set of men, who are a part only ofthat community.” This principle consti- 
tutes the basis of every free government, and whatever tends to impair this 


“common benefit, protectian and security,” and to destroy this equality, 
tery to its subversion. 
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{ The approbation uniformly expressed by the people of this state of the pol- 
‘icy of a protecting Tariff, and the encouragement given to works of Internal 
[Improvement by the general government, cannot fail to produce in us a hear- 
ty co-operation in suitable measures for the promotion of those great objects. 
In attending to the various and important duties assigned us by the consi- 
tution, it behoves us to examine with great care the measures which may be 
presented for our consideration. It is proper, especially, to eompare those 
which are new, with the provisions of the constitution and existing laws, 
carefully guarding against encroachments on the rights of any portion of the 
people; and while we protect those rights, entrusted more particularly to 
our guardianship, not to infringe those of a more general and important 
character, pertaining both to other members of the confederacy, and to the 
confederacy itself. 

The subjects which more immediately require our attention, on the pres- 
ent occasion, are, such improvements and alterations in tke existing laws, 
and the passage of such new ones, as experience aas proved to be important 
and necessary, and called for by the changes in the condition of society—a 
vigilant superintendence of the fiscal concerns of ti.e State, as it respects both 
the just levy and prudent expenditure of the public taxes—the improvement 
of the various channels of communication between the different parts of the 
State and with other States—the promotion of trade, {agriculture and man- 
ufactures—the appointment to office of men who are discreet, Honest, capa- 
ole, and unshackled by any earthly allegiance except to the constitution and 
laws—a due regard to the state of the Militia, and watchful care over the 
condition of our common schools and literary institutions. 

. There are several topics, however, to which I wish fore specifically to di- 
rect your attention. d ` 

The power which, under existing laws, the creditor claims and exercises 
over the body of his debtor, has always appeared to me to be inconsistent 
with the mild policy of our laws and the free and liberal spirit of our institu- 
tions, and especially at variance with that clause of our coustitution which 
provides that “ the person of the debtor, where there is not strong presump- 
tion of fraud, shall not be cortinued in prison after delivering up all his estate 
for the use of his creditors.? It is true that difficulties exist in regulating the 
details of a system caleulated to secure to all the just rights belonging te 
each ; but it is believed that the wisdom of the legislature can devise soine 
plan which shall give relief to a class of community, whose claims to our st- 
tention are founded in the first principles of benevolence and justice, 

The administration of oaths is a subject of the deepest importance to eve- — 
ry government, and cannot fail, consequently, to command your especial at- 
tention, The influence which they exereise over the human mind, renders 
it of the utmost importance that they should be resorted to, only for the at- 
tainment of proper objects; and Esubmit to your consideration whether 
their administration should not be prohibited by law, except when necessary 
to secure the faithful discharge of official trusts, and to elicit truth in the ad- 
ministration of justice. 1 submit also to your consideration whether the 
cause of morality, and the general good, do not demand your interposition 
to diminish the frequency of their imposition even for the above purposes. 

. The condition of the state prison will also engage your attention. By a

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haye been ao altered, that solitary confinement has been introduced in all ca- 
ses except when the convicts sre engaged in labor.

REPORT: 


To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now in session: ; 


The subscriber respectfilly submits the following report, relative to the state prison 
concerns, endiug Sept. 30, 1831, for their consideration.— 

He is happy to have it in his power to communicate, that the conduct of the convicts — 
for the past year, with but few exceptions, has been uniformly good, and that they have ` 
been generally healthy—that their labors at weaving cotton goods, although small’ the 
encouragement, has been attended with better profits than the three years prévious.—A 
small advance having been obtained on cotton checks in particular, that article now 
bears a handsome profit in our large market towns; and their labors have increased the 
number of yards woven, about seventeen thousand yards—making the whole amount 
woven the past year, one hundred and forty-three thousand yards. 

Agreeably to directions given by the general assembly, at their session in 1829, that 
the subscriber, connected with Sylvester Edson, Esq., as commissioners, should proceed 
and erecta new prison, agreeably to a plan then presenied, I am happy to communicate 
to the general assembly, that since the passage of that Jaw, your commissioners have 
erected and completed the same; and the prison was ready about the first of September 
last, to receive the convicts in their separate rooms—at which time the prisoners were 
lodged in the new prison without difficulty or much apparent dissatisfaction, and have 
commenced on a new system of discipline without any embarrassments ; and although 
the system, as begun, is but in its infancy, yet daily experience tells me where improve: 
ments can be made 2nd are making, to satisfy me that the great object whicli the gene- 
ral assembly had in view in ordering the erection of a new prison for separate confine- 
ment, will be fully realized, and that a great moral advantage will result to that unfortu: 
nate class of men who are confined in our state prison, and that it will also have a ten- 
dency to obtain inore labor from tlie convicts in consequence of a more/perfect mode of 
discipline put in operation. 

I think it my duty to suggest to the hon. legislature, that in ordér to improve the con- 
duct of the prisoners, both in morais and.asteacy adherence to the rules and reguintions 
of the prison, that the duties of the chuplainey should be combined in ote person, whose 
duties it shall be to reside at or very near the prisony and who would daily have it in 
his power to give sich instructions as will encourage industry in the labors of the con- 
victs, and also impart r ligieus ani moral instractions. when proper opportunity presents 
itself, without infringing cpon the feurs devoted to laber, as well as to be present and 
attend to the merninz and evening services with the convieis —These are the regola- 
tions adopted and pursued at all siate r risonus where the system of separate confinement 
for the ntghtis in ope:zton. Miou.d the l»zistature dec. 3 expedient that the chaplain 
should be permanently apneinted, ani to ceist of cne person, it will be necessery to 


In consequence of the great sacrifice which has heretofore been made by pursuing the 
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weaving business, with iees our cotton goods have borne in market, -{ustil, very 
lately) I have been efideavoring\to find some kind of employment which might bé at- 
tended to with a moré favorable prospect of its profitableness to the state, the shoe: 
making business, which is solely attended to in the Connecticut state prison : I have en- 
deavored to get contracts for similar to those of that prison, but owing to the distance 
from market, the contractors for the Connecticut prison have been, as yet, unwilling to 
get their work done so far from them. I have therefore made a purchase of leather on 
account of the state prison, and commenced with ten convicts in the manufacture of 
coarse men’s shoes, of fair quality; and from the prices that article bears in the large 
markets, the prospect is good that a profitable business may be made of it on a limited 
scale. ] ; 

Owing to the very low cost of the yarn which was on hand at the state prison tast fall 
with what was purehased in the spring months, I have been enabled to reap a better prof- 
it on the goods manufactured than was realized for two years previous; which, with the 
increased quantity woven the past year, together with the shoe-making business, 1 have 
been able this year, from the labors of the convicts, to meet the general expenses of 
the prison, excepting the expenses of the new prison NM 

The sum collected the past year, for admittance of visiters to the state prison, amounts ` 
to two hundred and eleven dollars and forty cents, which sum is passed to the credit of 
the institujion.

That they have exominad tho books and vouchers, as presented by the superintend- 
ent and the appraisal committee, and find the balances correct They also find that the 
labors of the convicts, employed at the weaving business and shoe-making, has been at- 
tended with much better success than the two years previous, and that the evails from 
the convicts’ labors have been sufficient to defray the ordinary expenses of the state pris- 
on for the past year. 

Your committee also find, that the sum of $2818 82 has been expended in finishing 
the new prison; which, with the sum of $5,954 06, expended the year preceding, makes 
the whole cost of the new prison $8,772 86 (excepting what labor was obtained from 
some of the convicts during its erection and finishing.) and your committee also learn 
fiom the committee appointed to investigate and appraise the state prison property, that 
the new prison is finished and completed in all its parts, and that the moneys expended 
to complete the same, have been expended in a prudent and judicious manner.

before Ira Jennings, Esq. at Hubbardton aforesaid, for examination on a charge of hav- 

ing been engaged in removing the body aforesaid.— T hat this examination resulted in 

discharging the persons arrested—there not being sufficient evideuce produced against 
them to warrant the said justice, in his opinion, to hold them to answer to the said charge 

befere the county court. It also appeared to your committee, that at the examination 

aforesaid, facts were elicited from the witnesses tending to implicate two other medical 
students belonging to the said institution, as being engaged in dissecting the body afore- 
said, and that they have since been arrested and put under bonds for their appearance 
before the county court, in the county of Rutland, for trial; and that they have since 
been indicted by the graud jury within and for said county, for the offence aforesaid. It- 
algo appeared that the taxable costs before the court of inquiry in the examination of those 
individuals who were discharged, amounted to the sum of one hundred and one dollars 
and fifty-two cents.

It appeared to your committee, that on the first of July, 1829, his Excellency Gov- 
ernor Crafts directed a letter to the said Mr. McDufhe, of which the following is a 
copy :— 

t I have received a line from N. Baylies, and several other gentlemen of Montpelier, 
stating that you are willing to accompany Capt. Graham in the examination and surveys 
he is now making between Onion and Connecticut Rivers, and that Capt. Graham will 
employ you at one dollar per day, which is the most he can give.  F admit that that sum 
is by no means an adequate compensation for the services you are. from your experience 
and knowledge of the country, qualified to render; but I presume you are aware that Í 
have no authority to promise you any additional pay from the state. 

“u Yet it is a fair presumption that the general assembly will not feel unwilling to make 
you such additional compensation as shall be just and equitable, when duly informed of 
the value of your services. 

* I have written to Capt. Graham, requesting him to employ you at such wages as he 
will feel authorised to pay, provided vou will trust to the equity of the assembly to make 
you whole." 

That the said McDuffie did assist the said Graham in making the examination and sur- 
veys aforesaid, during the summer of 1829, and at the session of the legislature in Octo- 
ber, 1829, the said McDuffie presented his petition for the sum of two dollars per day, in 
addition to the sum of one dollar per day paid to him, by the said Graham; and the legis- 
lature, at their session in 1823, passed an act directing the treasurer to pay the said Mc- 
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Duffie the sum of one hundred and fifty-four dollare; as a compensation for assisting thë 
United States engineers in making the surveys aforesaid. 

It further appeared to your committee, that on the 14th of October, 1829, the said Me- 
Duffie preferred his petition to the legislature, praying for an appropriation of moneys to 
enable him to guage certain streams, and to survey certain ponds, on the ice, during the 
winter then following, near the summit level of the said contemplated canal; and-that 
the legislature refused to make any such appropriation.—That the said McDuffie did, du- 
ring the winter and spring following, guage the stfeams and survey the ponds aforesaid, 
for which services he was paid by the government of the United Stetes. 

It further appeared to your committee, that from the 16th of July to the &th of August, 
1830, without any additional engagement on the part of this state, the said McDuffie as- 
sisted one of the United States engineers, who returned to finish the surveys aforesaid, 
in surveying locations for dams and sounding Winooskie Pond, Wells River Pond and 
Lund's Pond, to be used as reservoirs for said canal, for which services the United States 
io paid him, the said McDuffie, one dollar per day, for 23 days. —That the said 

cDuffie’s application now is for an additional compensation of two dollars per day for 
the last services aforesaid —And that said services were rendered ın completing the sur- 
veys commenced in the summer of 1829.

REPORT: 


To the General Assembly, now in session : 


Your committee, to whom was referred the subject of the within resolution, having 
had the same under consideration, respectfully beg leave to report, That the most aus? 
thentic evidence which your committee have been able to obtain in relation to the ori- 
ginal boundary line between the two states, referred to in the resolution, is derived, not , 
from the charters originally given, (your committee not having been able to gain access 
to said charters) but from the copies of records hereto annexed, marked A., manifestin S 
an order or decree of King and Council, in the year 1764, by which it appears that the” 
State of New-York, as then chartered from the Province of Massachusetts, to the 45th 
degree of north latitude, should extend to the western bank of Connecticut River; and 
that said western bank should be the bonndary line between these two states, then known 
by the names of the Colony of New-York and the Colony of New-Hampshire.. And. 
here your committee feel themselves called upon to remark, that in describing the bouns 
dary aforesaid, no other description is given than the western bank of said river. 

Without specifying at what point upon said bank, whether at high or low water mark, 
or whether at the middle of the deepest channel, which is understood by your commit. 
tee to be the place where the bank of the river begins, though some portion of-said bank 
may be covered with water. - 

Your committee would further report, That for many years previous to the year.1790; 
the State of Vermont, though not then admitted into the Union as a state, claimed to hold 
jurisdiction over several towns on the east side of said river, and that the legislature of 
this state, in the exercise of their right to such jurisdiction, met and held their session of 
the legislature of the state of Vermont, at No. 4, now Charleston, New-Hampshire,—the 
state of New-Hampshire then disputing such right, and probably claiming to hold said. 
town of Charleston under her own jurisdiction. - S 

Your eommittee further report, That the towns in the state of New-Hampshire, are, 
bounded on the bank of said river, not in any instance including lands covered with wa- 
ter—leaving the said river, as your committee presume, common to the citizens of both 
states. | i ° 

Your committee further report, That the legislature of the state of Vermont, acting om . 
the conviction that the bed of Connecticut River was a highway for the mutual accom-, 
modation of the citizens of the states of Vermont and New-Haupshire, have, on various, . 
occasions, passed acts regulating the navigation of said river; and-one in particular, in, 
the year 1797, which made it highly penal for any person to take up, stop. or detain any. 
timber which should be found floating down said river,—which act still remains in . 
force,—while the legislature of the state of New-Hampshire, not conceding to the state. 
of Vermont the right toa concurrent jurisdiction over the bed of said river, have taken, 
no measures to determine the title to said jurisdiction—have been satisfied to pags; agts, . 
which in their operation, have conflicted with acts passed by this legislature. 

Your committee, therefore, feel strongly impressed with the convietion, that the excly- 
sive right to the bed of Connecticut River, is not vested either in the state of New-Hamp- . 
shire or Vermont; and that it is both the duty and the interest of each of said stateg,.tha£. 
measures be adopted finally and speedily to quiet and settle a question of so. much. in- 
portance to the citizens of said sjates. | 

Your committee fürther report, That there are dams erected forthe purpose.of mills, 
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iu the towns of Ryegate, Burnet, Dalton, Guildhall and Stewartstown, all of which were 
erected by virtue of charters by the legislature of the state of New-Hampshire. 

Your committee further report, T hat there are bridges across the river from the seve- 
ral towns in New-Hampshire of Lancaster, Dalton, Littleton, Bath, Haverhill. Piermont, 
Grfurd, Hanover, Plainfield, Lebanon, Cornish, Charlestown, Claremont, Walpole and 
Chesterfield, to the western shore of the river in Vermont,—all of which have been built, 
and the proprietors authorised to take tolls in pursuance cf charters emanating from the 
legislature of the state of New-Hampshire. 

On the subject of the amount of tolls, yearly collected at the bridges thus located on the 
river, vour committee have no certain means of information; but from the best informa- 
tion which we have been eble to obtain, the yearly tolls amount to about 25 per cent. on 
the original expense of erecting said bridges; and it is believed that the tells yearly ta- 
ken nt the bridge at Bellows Falls, amounts to nearly 50 per cent. of the expense of e- 
recting said bridge. 


Your committee further report, That there are locks and canals for the purpose of ren* 
dering the river at that place navigable by the falls at that place; which locks and canals 
were erected by the campany incorporated by the legislature of the state of New-Hamp- 
shire, about thirty years since, which authorised their erection, with power to the grant- 
ees to take tolls, for the term of twelve years,—providing however, that the said compa: 
ny should keep a road passable by said falls, and should not otherwise impede the navi- 
gation of said river ;—by virtue of which charter, the proprietors thereof did, on or about 
the time of procuring said act of incorporation, erect and put said locks in operation, and 
did establish the tolls to be received at said locks at one dollar per thousand on all lum- 
ber and timber which should pass the locks— which rates of toll have been continued to 
the present time,—tbhe said company not furnishing any road or other means of convey- 
ance by said falls. 

Your committee further report, That the expense of erecting these locks could not, in 
their judgment, at this time exceed $15,000; and it is believed that the tolls thereon, 
for many years last past, including the income of mills and machinery connected with 
said establishment, amonnt at least to $6,000 per annum. 


Your committee further report, That the said company having exacted high and un- 
reasonable tolls, to the oppression of the people, the corporation is indicted as a common 
nuisance, and stands to he tried at the November term of the supreme court in the county 
of Grafton, and state of New-Hampshire. : 


Your committee further report, That there are other locks and canals built in this state, 
and in operation, by virtue of a charter granted by the legislature of the state of New- 
Hampshire, allowing them to take toils, which is at the control of the supreme court of 
the state of New-Hampshire, subject to be regulated from time to time, as said court shall 

-direct, and now established for the time being at 25 cents per ton on all lumber and 
timber. 

At Bellows Falls there are also lochs and canals now, and for many years past, in op- 
eration, and necessarily passed by all who navigate the river,—there being no other safe 
mode of conveyance at said falls. These locks and canals were constructed in pursuance 
of a charter granted more than 40 years aga, empowering said grantees to take 10 cents 
per ton for all lumber which should pass said falls. Since the first building, the compa- 
ny owning said improvements have obtained divers grants of the legislature of the state 
of Vermont, allowing them, for short periods, more and larger tolls than by their act of 
incorporation they were authorised to reecive. 


In the year 1817, the company obtained from the legislature of this state, an act au- 
thorising them for the term of fifteen years, to establish such rates of toll as said company, 
in their discretion, should deem Lest.—By virtue of which acts, they raised their tolls to 
seventy centa per thousand on ail lumber and timber which should pass their locks.— 
Since then, the tolls have continued at that rate; and it is believed by your committee, 
that the sums received by said company fer tolls zt said locks, including the water pow- 
er for mills and machinery, wii, the current year, amount to the sum of ten thou- 
sand dollars. 

Your committee are of eriaion, from the best information within their reach, that the 
expenses of erecting said lecka and canals, in the best manner of hammered stone, could 
not, at this time, exceed the sum cf S30,000.—Such bas been the opinion of one of the 
United States engineers upon actual survey and estimation of the expcnse. Such en- 

ineer estimeted a fair rate cf tell ror said locks and canals, at seven per cent. on said 
"hrs thousand dobera.

Yous committee further report, That the stean :-boat_conimittee,. incorporated about. 
two_years since, for the parpdse of navigating. by. steam, have built, and have now: in ‘ape. - 
eration, a line: of boats from: Hartford in the state of. Connecticut, as far north as Bellows’ 
Falls, and now in.successfal operation.. And other boats are in building, by which a 
line of boats will, within the present year, Be established as far north ad Wells River.— 
And it is believed that by proper encouragement on the part of governiment, and the re>, 
moval of nuisances and other obstructions in the river, an easy, safe and sleip müde of: 
conveyance by steam-boats, will soon be establislied on said river, which will ennble the” 
people of its valley to carry their produce tó market by water, ‘instead of transporting 
the:same by land, as hitherto for many years past, they-have béen compelled to-do.

Subsequent to the first act of incorporation, the company have freqnently petitioned 
for legislative aid, which has at.all times been freely and liberally granted. ‘Committees 
have beat appointed by the legislature to examine into the situation of said locks, as to 
their effects on the public interest, and also.to ascertain the expenditure of said company 
upon said works. The acts of the legislature, and reports of committees who'have ex-

- material in the case, are embraced in the report of the Committee on Roads and Canals, 
of the last session—which we would have incorporated as a part of this réport. 

It is in evidence that there ia a portage at Bellows Falls, by which the public carted by

On this judgment, Evans was obi 
mitted to jail in the summer or fall of 1821, and at the session of the legislature in Octo- 
ber, 1821, an act was passed admitting him to the privilege of the poor debtor's oath, on 
the judgment aforesaid, notwitlistanding it was recovered in an action of cost on the 26th 
of November, 1821, the said Evans was duly admitted to the oath aforesaid, and dischar- 
ged from his said confinement. It appeared to your committee, that the said Evans was 
perfectly poor, and wholly unable to pay any part of said judgment, and that he and his 
family were supported by the town of Newbury, while he wasin prison. Italso appear- 
ed that the selectmen of Newbury were anxious to procure his release from confinement 
assisted in procuring the passage of the act aforesaid, and “ have come to the conclusion 
to settle with the said Stevens," if they failed in procuring his discharge in any other 
way.
